—In exercise of the poweis conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Senior Computer in tho Technical Service Wing in the Depart- 
ment of Heavy Industry: 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Department of Heavy Industiy (Technical Services Wing) 
(Senior Computer) Recruitment Rules 1976. 

(2) Thoy shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, Classification and scale of pay.— -The number of the post, its classification and tho scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — Tho mothod of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications 
aud other nutters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid; 

4 Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, 01 

(b) who having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Whether tho Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recordod in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons 
or post. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for tho Scheduled 
Caffe. The Scheduled Tribes aud other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders Issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time, m this regard.

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rules. 


5. Power to relax:- Whore the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for rea- 
sons to bo recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 


6. Saving:- Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G- S. R. 70S, — The following draft of Rules which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-clausc( 1) of sub-section (2) seciion 16 of the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1972 (62 of 1972) 
is hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 16 of tne first mentioned Act for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby, and notice is hereby (riven that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of a period of 45 days 
from the date of publication of the Notification in the Official Gazette. 

' 2. Any objection oi suggestion which may be received from any person in respect of the said draft rules before the date so specified, 
Will be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and commencement: — These rules may be called the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Fund (class III 
and class IV posts) conditions of service and Recruitment rules, 1976. 

2. Definitions : — In these rules, unless the content otherwise requires, — 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1972 (62 of 1972). 
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(b) ‘Organisation’ means the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Organisation, 

(c) 'employee’ means the person appointed to or borne on the cadre of the staff of the orgamsation 

(d) ‘post’ means the post under the organisation 

(o) ‘schedule’ means schedule to these rules 

(f) ‘service* means service under the organisation 

3. Application , These Rules shall apply to all employees under the organisaion 

4. Conditions of service of persons appointed under Section 8 of the Act Persons appointed under section 8 of the Act shall be 
governed by such rules relating to the terms and conditions of service as are applicable to Central Government servants 

5 (D Number, Uassificatim and scale of pay —The numbei of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

(n) Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limits, qualifications and 
other matters concerned therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 12 of the said schedule. 

(in) Disqualification No, person — 

(a) who hat entered or contra ted a marriage with a. person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any persoi, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said posts • provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party of the marriage and there arc grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operahon of this rule. 

(iv) Power to relax .—Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary oi expedient so to do, it may be order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

(v) Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided fot the .Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tnbcs and other special categories of persons m accordance with the orders issued by tho Central Government from 
tune to tune m this regard

G.S.R. 717. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 47 of the Urban I rind (Ceiling and Regulation) Act, 
1976 133 of 1976), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order, namely : — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Urban Land (Ceil- 
ing and Regulation) Removal of Difficulties Order No. I. 

(2) It applies to the States in which the Urban Land 
(Ceiling and Regulation) Act, 1976 (33 of 1976) is in 
force n( the commencement of this Order. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Where : — 

(a) the whole of the peripheral area of an urban 

agglomeration in relation to any State or Union 
territory falls within the boundaries of any other 
State or Union territory; or 

(b) a part of the peripheral area of an urban agglome- 
ration In relation to any State or Union territory falls 
within the boundaries of any other State or Union 
territory, 

them— 

(i) in a case falling under sub-paragraph (a), such ur- 
ban agglomeration shall not include the peripheral 
area; and 

(ii) in a case falling under sub-paragraph (b), such 
urban agglomeration shall include only so much of 
the peripheral area as is within the boundaries of 
the State or Union territory to which that urban 
agglomeration relates. 


3. The entire Thana urban agglomeration (including the 
peripheral area thereof) specified against “9. Maharashtra” in 
column (1) of Schedule I to the Urban Land Ceiling and 
Regulation) Act, 1976 (33 of 1976) shall continue to be 
category D notwithstanding that a portion of that urban 
agglomeration falls wibin the peripheral area of the Greater 
Bombay urban agglomeration.

— In exercise of the powers conferred bv sub- 
section (1). read with clause (m) of sub-section (2) of sec- 
tion 46 of the Urban Land (Ceiling and Regulation) Act, 
1976 (33 of 1976), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Ufban Land (Ceil- 
ing and Regulation) Rules, 1976, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Urban Land (Ceil- 
ing and Regulation) Second Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Urban Land (Ceiling and Regulation) Rules, 
1976, in the First Schedule, in Form VIII,- — 

(a) in paragraph 1, after the word 'lease' the brackets 
and words “(if the transfer is in any other manner, 
specify the same)” shall be inserted; 

(b) in paragraph 3, for the words “I enclose”, the 
words “I enclose/I do not enclose” shall be substi- 
tuted ; 

(c) in the Annexure, for item 4, the following item shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

“4(a) Name and address of the prospective transferee. 


(b) (i) Whether the prospective transferee is an 

authority, institution, or organisation specified 
in sub-section (1) of section 19; and 

(ii) Whether Chapter III of Act shall /shall 

not apply to the lands intended to he transfer- 
red to it." 


(d) in the Statement, — 

(i) in the opening portion, for the words “land with 
a building”, and for the words “land with build- 
ing”, the words “land with/without building” 
shall be substituted ; 

(ii) for the heading “Particulars of vacant land", the 

heading “Particulars of urban or urbanisable land, 
with or without building” shall be substituted ; 

(iii) after the words “I propose to utilise the land 

for the purpose of ”, the following 

shall be inserted ; 

Notts. — This statement need not be enclosed along 
with the application, where the prospective trans- 
feree is an authority, institution or organisation 
specified in clause ( 1 ), (ii), (iii) or (v), of sub- 
section (1) of section 19. 

Provided that in case the prospective transferee is a 
land mortgage bank, the Statement shall be en- 
closed with the application where the transfer is 
otherwise than in satisfaction of its dues'’,.
